Way for Embargo

Ambassador Saying U. S. Expects Treaty of 
Navigation to Expire in Six Months 


Tokyo Says Act Unfriendly 


Japanese Official Circles Say Action Brings Ab'out 


Tense Political Situation Which Cannot Be 
Ignored; Retaliation Will Be Taken 


Washington, July 27 UP)—The United States cleared the 


way today toward an embargo against Japan by terminating 
the 1911 Treaty of Commerce and Navigation with that 
country. 


Secretary Hull, with the approval of President Roosevelt, 


sent a note to Japanese Ambassador Kensuke Horinouchi 
saying the United States would expect the treaty to expire 
in six months. 


When Congress meets in January it may proceed with 


legislation for an embargo on the shipment of raw materials 
to Japan, any legal obstacle having been removed by cessation 
of the treat}'. 


Hull's action, announced last night several hours after the 


Japanese embassy here had been notified, swept the capital 
with surprise. It followed by two days Great Britain's agree- 
ment with Japan recognizing the Tokyo government's "spe- 
cial requirements" in China. 


It followed by only a few hours the decision of the Senate 


Foreign Relations Committee to defer consideration of the 
Vandenberg resolution calling on the government to termi- 
nate the treaty. 


Hull, through his note, opened the way for the committee 


chairman, Senator Pittman (D-Nev), to obtain action at the 
next session on the embargo resolution which he recently 
introduced. The United States is Japan's principal source of 
war materials, and Pittman would exclude only agricultural 
products from the embargo. 


Pittman said of Hull's note: ^ 
"I think it's a wise and justi-. 


fiable act."

Approval of Hull's action was 


voiced likewis.e by three Demo- 
crats on the committee, Senators 
George of Georgia, Conhally of 
Texas, and Pepper of Florida. 


Proponents of the embargo be- 


lieve it will break the Japanese 
advance in China and force her to 
withdraw to her own shores. Op- 
ponents have expressed fear that 
it might lead the United States in- 
to war. 


Hull's note, on the face of it, 


was an innocuous notice with no 
reference to China, to an embargo, 
to rights of Americans in China, 
or to the Sino-Japanese war. 


The note set out that in recent 


years this government had been 
examining its treaties of com- 
merce and navigation with other 
countries to see if any changes 
were needed. It then said the gov- 
ernment had concluded that the 
1911 treaty contained provisions 
which need new consideration. 


"Toward preparing the way for 


such consideration," the note said, 
"and with a view to better safe- 
guarding and promoting American 
interests as new 
developments 


may require, the government of 
the United States...gives notice

daken and Hardenbergh received a 
considerable rainfall. 


At Red Hill in the town of Den- 


ning rain began falling about; 
o'clock and continued until 7 
o'clock, and at Yagerville it was 
reported that a hard rain startec 
at 4:30 and continued until 7 
o'clock. These reports came from 
forest observation points and i 
was reported that not.only had thi 
rain eliminated any possibility of a 
serious forest fire in the locality 
but that the Tain had been-o 
great value to crops. 


At 9 o'clock this morning a 


light rain was reported starting in 
Ellenville. 


On the Shandaken side of the 


Catskills there was a shower of 
perhaps two hours Wednesday aft- 
ernoon which brought relief to 
farmers but was not of sufficient 
quantity to give more than tem- 
porary relief to streams and wells. 


Little Relief in City 


Kingston, which has been in the 


grip of the. severe drouth for sev- 
eral weeks, received but a few 
scattered sprinkles." There was a 
light sprinkle early this morning 
and from a cloudy sky came sev- 
eral light drizzles as the day pro- 
gressed. The total rainfall in the 
city was of little value to parched 
crops and browned lawns. 


No rain fell in Kingston's'water- 


shed this morning it was reported 
at the water department office in 
the city. During the morning rain 
was falling- hi Woodstock, and 
there was such a heavy downpour 
of rain in Saugerdes that men em- 
ployed on the WPA sewage project 
were forced to stop work. 


Cooper's Lake is now seven feet 


below the normal water line. 


The .Catskill area in the vicinity 


of Woodstock and Phoenicia was 
visited by a" very heavy shower 
yesterday 
afternoon 
which at 


least temporarily broke the drouth 
and gave relief to parched crops. 
At Phoenicia the storm was pre- 
ceded by a hailstorm which tore 
leaves from trees and crops. A 
downpour for about two hours fol- 
lowed. 


Extent of Shower . • 


While the storm centered in the 


Esopus valley in the vicinity of 
Phoenicia it extended down the 
valley to Shokan and across the 
mountain to Bearsville where 
there was a sprinkle. Woodstock 
did not feel the effects of the 
storm except for a decided drop 
in temperature. 


Although the rain fell in tor- 


rents for time, and much of it ran 
off, one farmer found -that the 
rain had penetrated his potato 
field to a depth of over six inches. 
The storm was not of sufficient

There are occasionally men and women 


who view the contemporary scene in his- 
torical perspective and are undismayed by 
immediate trouble because they foresee its 
solution or disappearance. Such individuals 
usually have faith in the future of civilization 
and humanity beyond that of the average 
man. 


Prof. Edwin R. A. Seligman of Columbia 


University was one of these great souls. He 
died the other day at the age of 78, after 
giving many years of notable service to 
teaching, editing, writing, to his city and 
state and nation. He had advised foreign 
governments on taxation and other problems. 
He had assembled the world's finest library 
of economics. 


This greatly useful man, in an interview 


on his 75th birthday three years ago, ex- 
pressed confidence in American democracy, 
capitalism and Western civilization, in the 
face of prevalent doubts and fears concern- 
ing all three. 


"In the main," he said, "there is a growing 


social consciousness, a growing consideration 
of the other fellow on the part of each in- 
dividual and class. There is also a decided 
progress in world understanding, despite 
some recent happenings." 
(Mussolini and 


Hitler he considered "merely temporary 
aberrations in the general march toward en- 
lightenment.") 


It was his opinion that capitalism, though 


changing, would not collapse. "It has had 
decidedly bad points, but on the whole, it has 
meant more for the progress of civilization 
than any other previous economic system." 


Such "horrible happenings" as mass un- 


employment, he believed, would be prevented 
in time "with a little more good will and a 
broader concept of liberty on both sides." He 
held it inevitable in a democracy that more 
and more should be done "by the collective 
body, of which schools, good roads and hos- 
pitals are types, because the community will 
demand more and more." 


Here are sanity and sound optimism to re- 


new the courage of us all. 


ANTARCTIC COLONIES? 


The Antarctic Continent up to this time 


has been considered as a land of adventure. 
Several American explorers have distin- 
guished themselves there, and Americans in 
general have admired their hardiwood 'and 
taken a sporting interest in their achieve- 
ments. 


Now, 
however, the matter seems to be 


getting out of the scientific and sporting 
stage. Explorers talk of putting in more for- 
mal claims to regions which may have val- 
uable natural resources or important aviation 
sites. Congress has made an appropriation 
for another exploring expedition. There is 
talk of Rear Admiral Byrd going down there 
again, with a well equipped party, to see 
what useful areas he can carve out for Uncle 
Sam. 


Several other nations, including Germany, 


have shown new interest in that frozen con- 
tinent lately. There may be an international 
squa'jble about territorial rights. 


P. is hard for the average American to 


view any such project as a practical business. 
Americans in Antarctica may be heroic, but 
they are a long way from home in a land of 
perilous gales and snows and temperatures, 
and there is always a sigh of relief when they 
?et back home. And Americans have lost 
most of their colonizing fever lately. 


If wo want to go in for that sort of thing, 


why not tackle our own Alaska? It has rich 
resources capable of development, and some 
excellent sites for airports, and is much 
nearer home. 


SHARING IN CRIME 


Uncle Sam needn't, feel so virtuous in his 


pacificism when he looks at the Asiatic situa- 
tion. Americans agree almost universally 
that Japan is committing a crime in her war 
against China. Well—• 


Last year Japan got nearly all her im- 


ported war materials from this country. She 
bought from us 30 per cent of her scrap iron 
and steel, 65 per cent of her petroleum, 82 
per cent of her ferro-alloys, 90 per cent of 
her copper, 45 per cent of her lead, 64 per 


cent of her automobiles and 77 per cent of 
her aircraft

military effectiveness, than our exports to 
China, a friendly power engaged solely in 
self •defense. 


Senator Plttman and his committee on

OVEREATING AND OVEKEXERCISING 


A well known heart specialist, Dr. John Oille, 


Toronto, told the members of a service club that 
patients with coronary thrombosis, I blood clot block- 
ng a vessel supplying heart with blood) often died 
n their sleep and not immediately following severe 
exertion or the eating of a large meal. By this he 
did not imply that severe exertion or a large meal 
did not bring on the attack, but that the attack did 
not always immediately follow severe exercise or 
icavy eating. 
More recently, Dr. J. C. Paterson, Regina, Sas- 


katchewan, points out in the Journal of the Ameri- 
can Medical Association that it has been the com- 
mon belief that overexertion or intense emotional 
distress has a direct bearing on che fatal attack of 
coronary thrombosis, whereas his findings are that 
while overexertion and emotional distress with their 
great rise in blood pressure may produce the cor- 
onary thrombosis, they do not "immediately" cause 
death. 
From his studies of these cases after death, Dr. 


Paterson finds that the clot from the bleeding of 
orn bloodvessels forms gradually, possibly taking 
several days before it completely obstructs the 
)lood vessel. 
It can be understood, then, why the patient is 


. ut at complete rest for four to six weeks after an 
attack of coronary thrombosis. By lying quietly and 
eating small meals, very little work is put upon the 
heart, the clot gets a chance to gradually become 
absorbed and so the blood is able to flow into the 
vessel and so supply the nearby muscle. This in- 
crease of its blood supply enables the heart muscle 
to do more work and the patient is enabled to get 
up and about again. 


I believe we should all be familiar with the 


above findings. When we find that an individual has 
a fatal attack of coronary thrombosis and has not 
overexerted himself or overeaten for a number of 
days previous to his attack, we are apt to think 
that overexercising or overeating are not dangerous. 
They are dangerous but, as pointed out above, the 
obstructing clot of blood may take days to form.

Has the Congress the right to 
adopt such legislation? 


Some time ago, the Supreme 


court of the United States held 
that the Congress cannot pass 
laws governing state 
primary 


elections, but this is a far differ- 
ent thing 
from 
congressional 


regulation of the behavior of gov- 
ernmental employes. 


The true situation from a con- 


stitutional viewpoint is whether 
the federal government, as an em- 
ployer, may specify the conditions 
under which it will hire or fire its 
personnel. If the Congress wishes 
to specify that all federal em- 
ployes shall not write for the 
public press, it can do so.. If it 
wishes to say that federal em- 
ployes shall not in any way make 
public information 
obtained 
in 


government offices, it may do so. 
If the Congress wishes to prevent 
improper 
use of governmental 


"influence," it may do so. There 
are plenty of statutes which sur- 
round federal 
employes in the 


conduct of their relations with the 
outside world. 


Were it to be held, on the other 


haijd, that Congress has no right 
to pass laws prohibiting political 
activity by federal employes, it 
would mean that every adminis- 
tration for many years, Republi- 
can and Democrat, has been act- 
ing in an unconstitutional manner 
with respect to federal employes' 
covered by the civil service rul- 
ings prohibiting political activity. 
Likewise there would be doubt 
cast on the Walsh-Healey act re- 
lating to government 
contracts. 


Up to now it has been assumed 
that the Congress 
may specify 


the conditions under which work 
may be done for the government, 
and lately this has included the 
specification 
of 
certain 
labor 


standards which must be met. To 
pull but from beneath the Walsh- 
Healey bill and similar measures

Roosevelt will sign the bill, but 
will attach a statement implying 
doubt as to constitutionality. This 
would be taken as a signal for 
putting the statute to -a test in 
the courts. It may be 
difficult 


however, to get a test case be- 
cause whoever violates the law 
may be subject to criminal penal- 
ties if convicted. 


Meanwhile, a vast army of 


officeholders who had expected to 
be delegates to the next Demo- 
cratic national 
convention will 


have to forego that privilege. It 
has been assumed in some politi- 
cal quarters that the officeholders 
will name delegates just the same 
to act for them, but even this in- 
direct process might involve a 
prosecution for political activity 
within the meaning of the law. 


The federal o f f i c e h o l d e r s 


throughout the country, irrespec- 
tive of party, usually have been 
able to renominate a 
President 


when the second term succession 
has been ' up for consideration, 
and 
politicians 
generally have 


been assuming that it would be.

term. The friends of Vice Presi- 
dent Garner, who.feel that, to 
win the nomination, he must de- 
feat the federal officeholders' ma- 
chine, look at the Hatch bill as a 
challenge to the third termers. 


Under the circumstances,

that's precisely the issue to be 
avoided if it be sought to prove 
later that the demand for a third 
term for the President is not arti- 
ficial but spontaneous.

Q.—How may a junior opera- 


tor's license be obtained? 


A.—To obtain a junior operator s 


license, the applicant must be be- 
tween 16 and 18 years of age. 
Proof of age must be furnished 
through submission of a birth, 
baptismal or school certificate. In 
addition, necessity of the license 
must be shown for one of the fol- 
lowing purposes: (a) In traveling 
to and from school (b) In the us- 
ual and ordinary pursuit of the 
business of the parent, guardian or 
the person with whom the appli- 
cant actually lives and resides. 


Q.—Is it necessary for the pa- 


rent, guardian or person with 
whom the applicant lives to sign, 
the applicant for the license? 


A.—Yes. The affidavit attached 


to the applicaiton must be signed 
and sworn to by the parent, guar- 
dian or person with whom the ap- 
plicant lives. 


Q.—Are there any restrictions 


placed on the junior operator? 


A.—Yes. A junior operator can- 


not drive at any time within the 
limits of the City of New York. 
He cannot operate a bus carrying 
children to and from school nor 
operate a motor vehicle except the 
vehicle owned by him, his parent, 
guardian or the person with whom 
he actually resides. Further, he 
cannot instruct others to drive, 
nor can he drive as a chauffeur. 
He cannot operate a motor vehicle 
at any time except for the pur- 
poses for which he obtained his li- 
cense. In addition, he cannot drive 
or operate between the hours of 6 
p. m. and ? a. m. Eastern Standard 
Time from September 1 to April 
30, inclusive, nor between

"Cropi grown in poor toil product 


poor food product*, Uekinj In min- 
erali and vitimini," Dr. Northern 
explained. "Our problem wa« to 
discover a means of adding this 
mineral content to the soil." 


Dis'covory of mineral colloids, add- 


ed to the soil ai a fertilizer, hai 
tupplied this "missing link ' he be- 
lieves. 


Dr. Northern set down several re- 


sults of his experiments. In Florida, 
orange grovel inlested with scale 
became clean and bore fruit with a 
greatly increased vitamin content 
after mineral colloids were added. 


Land used for growing potatoes, 


celery, cabbage and other vege- 
tables was enriched with the min- 
erals. Laboratory tests of the new 
crops slewed twice the mineral con- 
tent of vegetables grown on adjoin- 
ing soil. 


A dairy used the process on graz- 


ing land for cows with the result 
that a glass of milk contained all the 
minerals needed for an adult during 
a day. 


"With soil depleted of natutal min- 


erals after years of usage, people 
cannot eat a sufficient quantity of 
food 
to supply these . necessary 


items," Dr. Northern declared. 


"Farm experts have recognized 


the problem and have urged rota- 
tion of crops, allowing the land to 
lie idle every third or fourth year, 
and similar methods. 


"But land would have to lie idle 


for many years to regain the min- 
erals which have been taken from 
it. 
The discovery of m:'neral col- 


loids will mean better crops and a 
healthier and longer-living nation." 


Dr. Northern said 16 mineral ele- 


ments are indispensable for normal 
nutrition. Calcium, phosphorus and 
iron are the most important. He 
explained that calcium 
regulates 


nerve activity, co-ordinates other 
mineral elements and if it is lack- 
ing rickets, bone deformities and 
bad teeth may develop. 


Louis Pasteur Is Called 


First Citizen of France 


Pasteur is a household word today 


because Louis Pacteur first pasteur- 
ized milk. 


His studies in fermentation led 


him to the study of other forms of 
bacteria. Diseases were ravaging 
the silk worm farms of France. He 
conquered them, and the industry 
was restored. 


Huxley said Pasteur's work saved 


France nore than the war indcir- 
nity she paid to Germany after 1870. 
When pressed by the emperor to 
capitalize on it, the noted chemist 
said: "In France scientists woi'ld 
feel that they had lowered them- 
selves by such procedure.'" 


Because of intense application In 


his laboratory, Pasteur suffered » 
paralytic stroke at 48 ... 
but he 


did his greatest work in the 27 years 
following, when physically bu' half 
a man. 


Seeing French soldiers dying with

CHICAGO.—Indirect taxes buried 


In the retail cost of goods and serv- 
Icei last year produced 56 per 
'cent of aH local, state and federal 
revenues, an analysis by the Na- 
tional Consumers Tax commission 
ihows. 


The taxes, shifted to all consum- 


ers as part of the prices of prac- 
tically every expenditure, t report 
of the study states, amounted to 
$7,960,162.033 of the nation's $14,- 
155,728,838 tax bill lor 1938. 


Mrs. Melville Mucklestone, N. C. 


T. C. vice president and former na- 
tional president of the American Le- 
gion auxiliary, announced the study 
at the commission's headquarters 
here. The tax education organiza- 
tion has tax study groups in approx- 
imately 5,000 communities opposing 
"consumer-penalizing taxes." 


"Previously we determined that 


Indirect taxes take 63 per cent of 
the total," Mrs. Mucklestone said. 
"However, newly available figures 
and a reallocation of several 'bor- 
derline' taxes from indirect to di- 
rect in order to be conservative 
now result in the lower, but still not 
inconsiderable, percentage." 


Indirect Tax Burden. 


State governments received $3,- 


912,776,524 in tax revenues 
last 


year, while local units collected $4,- 
225,000,000 nnd the federal govern- 
ment raised $6,017,95t,314 in taxes, 
according to the analysis. 


Despite the states' standing in 


total 
revenues 
received, Mrs. 


Mucklestone pointed out in the re- j 
port, their taxes represented near- | 
ly 40 per cent of the consumers' \ 
total indirect tax burden. 
The ! 


commission estimated $3,008,355,792 
or 7G.9 per cent of the state rev- 
enues, was paid eventually by the 
buying public. 


The study revealed that $2,726,- 


806,241—or 45.3 per cent—of the fed- 
eral tax revenues, and $2,225,000,- 
000—or 52.7 per cent—of local taxes 
were paid by the public as indirect 
levies. 


Property taxes formed the major 


source of income for the local gov- 
ernments, the N. C. T. C. report 
stated. 


Gasoline 
and 
payroll 
taxes 


formed the largest single sources 
of revenue for the state govern- 
ments, the study showed. The for- 
mer amounted to $787,000,000 and 
the latter, $748,000,000. 
Both are 


classed as "indirect." 


Burden Has Increased. 


"It is interesting to note," Mrs. 


Mucklestone said in the report, 
"that two taxes alone provided more 
revenue than all of the states' di- 
rect, or 'unshiltable,' levies. 
In 


comparison, direct taxes produced 
only $904,420,732 for the states." 


Corporation and Individual In- 


come taxes accounted for more 
than one-third of all federal rev- 
enues. Both are called 
"unshift- 


able" in the report. They totalled 
$2,586,243,943—only slightly less than 
the federal total of shitted taxes. 


Summing up the analysis, Mrs. 


Mucklestone pointed out that the 
system of shifting taxes indirectly 
to the public became popular with 
legislators shortly alter the World 
war. 


"Since then," she added, "the 


burden on the unsuspecting consum- 
ers has been increased to where the 
consumer now pays more than half 
of all taxes in the country. Many 
taxes on business are levied with 
the knowledge—often with the inten- 
tion—that they will be passed on. 


"Business and consumers suffer 


alike from this type of taxation. 
When these taxes become part of 
operating costs, prices go up, 
buying power comes down and 
purchases diminish. 
As a result 


payrolls are reduced and employ- 
ment sags."
